OTTAWA. Dec. 10 <CP> —Oper¬ 
ating heads of three of the largest 
food chains In Canada appeared, to¬ 
day. before the Parliamentary Mass 
Buying Commission, defended their 
merchandising and purchaalng sys¬ 
tems and left a series of recom¬ 
mendations to abolish unsatisfactory 
conditions in the grocery trade. 

Morley Smith, president of Do¬ 
minion Stores, and R. H. HommeL 
head of Stop and Shop. Limited, 
gave the commission several 
gestlons which, they said, tfould 
eliminate unethical practices in the 
grocery trade and raise the working 
standards of clerks and managers. 

MAKES SUGGESTIONS 

Smith offered the following sug¬ 
gestions: 

1. Elimination of vicious price 
cutting through some Government 
board of organization empowered to 
investigate conditions and stop in 
ethical practices in the grocery 
trade. 

2. Elimination of loss leaders— 
the practice of selling goods below 
cost or close to it to entice custom¬ 
ers to the stores. 

3. A general overhauling of the 
Federal Weights and Measures Act 

4. Sim pll float ion of standards, 
such as standard packages, tins and 

containers. 

5. General legislation so that all 
merchants, chains and independents, 
would raise wages and shorten 
hours of labor. (He admitted this 
would increase prices to consumers). 

ADDS ONE MORE 

The Stop and Shop president 
backed up most of the suggestions 
of the Dominion Stores official, and 
added one of his own—Provincial 
minimum wage laws to cover men. 

Other witnesses heard were H. C. 
Berkstreaaer, general manager of 
the Toronto division of the great 
Atlantic & Pacific Tea Company, 
and L. W. Beebe, manager of the 
Montreal division. They limited 
their evidenoe to a defence of the 
A. and P. system of credit allow¬ 
ances to store managers for shrink¬ 
age. wastage and spoiled goods. 

The Dominion Stores president, 
suggesting a general overhaul of the 
Weights and Measures Act, said It 
was impossible to give sixteen 
ounces to the pound all the time.

COSTS AND REVENUES

which the city cannot avoid pay¬ 
ment of one dollar. In 1930 the 
gross cost of social services was 
placed at $110,000. “In 1934 we find 
a new bill of an addition of $244 - 
000. It Is a staggering increase and, 
as figures go, may not seem very 
much; but it means a whole lot to 
the taxpayers' bill.

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FUNCTIONS OF CENTRAL BANK 

• The purpose designed to be served by the 
creation of a Central Bank In this country Is 
that It will contribute, directly and Indirectly, to 
the national economic welfare. Mr. E. N. Rhodes, 
the Minister of Finance, has had a brochure 
prepared, giving a conception of the purposes 
which the Central Bank will serve. The function 
of the Issue of currency Is to belong to the Central 
Bank once It Is In being. The explanation Is that 
unification of the note Issue will make possible 
a better adjustment between the supply of cur¬ 
rency and the business demands for It. More¬ 
over, the hope Is that it will mean greater elas¬ 
ticity In the currency system, while still main¬ 
taining the Integrity of the monetary standard. 

It Is purposed to transfer to the Central Bank 
the gold now held by the Department of Finance 
and by the chartered banks. That gold will be 
held as reserve against the legal tender notes 
and the deposit liabilities of the Bank of Canada, 
and Indirectly of the whole banking system. In 
other words, the total stocks of gold In the 
country will be concentrated under a single 
authority, which will be charged with the re¬ 
sponsibility of seeing that Canada's monetary 
reserves are adequate. 

The greatest task which the Central Bank will 
essay Is to attempt, "so far as may be possible 
within the scope of monetary action," to mitigate 
fluctuations in the general level of employment, 
prices and business activity. That might Indicate 
that It might have powers that would act as a 
check In the case of periods of depression, and. 
alternately, of prosperity. That could hardly be 
so, for nowhere have central banks made 
any difference of a striking character In the 
matter of economic trends. However, a Central 
Bank can formulate a deliberate and Informed 
credit policy which could be made to act as a 
brake In times of undue optimism and offer some¬ 
thing In the nature of stimulus and be of financial 
assistance In times of depression. 

The Central Bank is to have certain powers 
to protect the value of the Canadian dollar In 
the foreign exchange market. Canada, says the 
brochure prepared for the Minister of Finance, 
Is particularly Interested In the International 
value of her currency because of her relatively 
large volume of external trade and foreign in¬ 
debtedness. The Central Bank is expected to act 
as a steadying force, as a central Institution 
which can co-operate on behalf of the country 
as a whole with other nations for any stabiliza¬ 
tion of currenc y. : , 

The Central Bank is to act as the fiscal agent 
of the Federal Government. It can fulfill the 
same role for provincial governments. It can 
develop a short-term money market in the Do¬ 
minion. This would be to give assistance In 
developing more economical short-term financial 
operations for tht governments of the country. 
Mr. Rhodes believes there* is an obvious need in 
the Dominion for somebody who will give expert 
and disinterested advice, particularly to provincial 
governments, regarding the domestic as well as 
the foreign market for bonds, as well as offering 
facilities for some possible co-ordination of ex¬ 
ternal borrowing operations. The Central Bank 
la-expected to perform a useful service^ In this 
particular. 


so long as this money lies around to be gotten 
by some other process than working, I can get 
nobody to go to work In the mill. If It Is dis¬ 
tributed, no matter how. and everybody knows 
that It Is all gone, they will all go to work again, 
and it will be better for them and for Johnstown." 

The problem of relief is a major problem today 
In Canada as Well as In the United States. It is 
the settled opinion of the taxpayers that the vast 
majority of those of their fellow-citizens who are 
on relief would tar rather be at work than con¬ 
tinue to depend on the subsistence provided for 
them from the public funds.and that they look 
forward with more than eagerness to the return 
of normal times. No one suggests for a moment 
that a few years of severe depression could pos¬ 
sibly transform the rugged Individualism of the 
citizens of two pioneering nations Into an unam¬ 
bitious. unaspiring parasitism. The thing Is 
Incredible; the suggestion would Indeed be little 
short of an Insult. 

What Mr. Baker wishes to emphasize, however, 
la a fact that has been Illustrated many times In 
history, namely, that the moral fibre of a certain 
section of the population Is bound to deteriorate 
under a long drawn-out regime of government 
doles. The particular section of the population 
referred to, of course. Is emphatically not that In 
which the professional Communistic agitator, the 
chronic trouble-makers, the shirkers, the weary 
Willies are to be found. It would be ludicrous to 
suggest that the morals of people who thrive 
In an atmosphere of hatred and suspicion, who 
love to stir up strife and set class against class, 
who exploit discontent for their own profit, are in 
any serious danger of being corrupted. It Is true, 
however, as Mr. Baker has pointed out, that large 
numbers of people who are perhaps a little below 
the average In respect of personal ambition, 
energy, and firm moral fibre, can only too easily 
come to hope and desire that temporary measures 
of relief msy become permanent and that they 
themselves may be excused from the necessity of 
supporting themselves. A striking feature of the 
situation is that In many cases these people who 
have thus lost personal ambition and desire to 
earn their living by hard work, nevertheless 
retain enough energy to organize and carry on 
an aggressive campaign of agitation, bringing 
pressure to bear, political pressure at first, to 
secure a continuance and a further extension of 
relief arrangements. A great amount of the 
energy formerly expended In productive work Is 
thus devoted to political agitation which, as events 
have proved, Is apt to degenerate Into violence. 
In short, they soon imbibe the spirit and even 
adopt the racketeering practices which were 
brought to such a high degree of perfection by 
rum runners and gangsters and the disorderly 
camp-followers of labor. 

What Is the social philosophy which Is preached 
by thosa who urge their fellows to look to "the 
State" as the source of their well-being instead 
of depending on themselves? The answer seems 
to be that the hot gospellers of this economic and 
political cult are all for equality and place no 
value at all upon liberty. When they say equality 
they do not mean mere equality of opportunity. 
What they desire Is an assured and permanent 
equality, not of opportunity, but of status. This 
status can be secured and perpetuated only by 
the destruction of Individual liberty. The indi¬ 
vidual who exhibits Initiative, who is out to 
better his condition, who is a saver rather than 
a spender, the pioneer who Is willing to take his 
chance in a difficult enterprise Is an enemy to 
be destroyed In any state in which equality has 
triumphed over liberty. 


TO A SLEEPING VILLAGE 


THE DECAY OF SELF-RELIANCE 


. A certain prominent American official tells 
of a woman, long a domestic In the house of one 
of the official's friends, who resigned her situa¬ 
tion, explaining that she and her husband were 
going to visit the World's Fair at Chicago, and on 
their return go on relief. The narrator of this 
story Is the Chief of the National 1934 Mobiliza¬ 
tion of Human Needs, Mr. Newton D. Baker 
Shortly before this Incident occurred, a young 
man In good circumstances had called upon him 
to ask for a letter to the Canadian Immigration 
authorities certifying that, if admitted to the 
Dominion, the young man would not become a 
public charge. Asked why he wanted to go to 
Canada, he replied that he Intended to spend the 
Winter trapping fur-bearing animals Just south 
of the Arctic Circle. He had tried trapping In 
Northern Maine, and desired to extend his expe¬ 
rience. Giving the young man his letter. Mr. 
Baker gave him his blessing also. He said: “I 
wish I could tell you what I really think about 
you. I am wondering whether I do not see In you' 
the last survivor of the pioneer. I wonder whether 
you are not In fact the last young man I shall 
ever see who is not afraid of the dark and of 
hardship, and wants to stand on his own feet and 
force his own way by the vigor of his own spirit 
and the strength of his own hands." 

Perhaps It was the contrast between these two 
“cases" that led Mr. Baker to write an article In 
the December Atlantic which can hardly fall to 
raise at least one serious question In the minds 
of reflective men, namely, whether there Is any 
disease to which human society Is exposed that 
Is more easily contracted under certain social 
and political conditions, more rapid In Its prog¬ 
ress, or more devastating In Its moral effects than 
the decay of self-reliance. 

A third Incident Is mentioned In Mr. Baker's 
article. A good many people will remember the 
Johnstown Flood of 1889. The distress and losses 
of the people overwhelmed by the flood moved 
kind souls everywhere to contribute money for 
the relief of the sufferers. Many millions were 
contributed, enough to restore the public utilities 
destroyed, rebuild every private house, and re¬ 
establish completely by means of a money pay¬ 
ment the economic status of every family. Even 
when all was done, a large sum of money re¬ 
mained unexpended. What was to be done with 
It? Members of the committee racked their brains 
to find reasonable excuses for further distribu¬ 
tion. When their Ingenuity was exhausted and 
there was still nearly a million dollars left, a mill 
owner In the district suggested that the remainder 
of the money should be put In silver dollars In an 
open cart on the public square and that the 
people should be Invited to scramble for It. "I 
want to start my steel mill," he explained. ' and

Physically there are few points 
of resemblance between Los Angeles 
and Victoria. But if It were pos¬ 
sible to speak of cities In terms of 
personification, there Is much psy¬ 
chologically in common between 
Los Angeles and Victoria. The old¬ 
est Inhabitant of Los Angeles will 
tell you that fifty or sixty years ago 
the whole of the district which 
comprises one of the chief cities of 
the United States was practically a 
desert. At the period mentioned 
Victoria was not a very populous 
place, but It was, for the time, an 
important shipping point and no 
mean business centre. The progress 
of the capital of British Columbia 
has been comparative slow but con¬ 
sistently steady. The progress of 
Los Angeles has been so fast that 
It has aroused wonder throughout 
the world. Victoria grew. Los An 
geles was made. All the forces 
which have made It are artificial— 
except the climate. The climate 
helped materially to make It, and 
the climate was a gift of the gods 
• • • 

Chemically, water and oil will not 
mix; but water and oil have been 
principally instrumental In the 
making and developing of Lot An¬ 
geles and all Southern California. 
There te-aA abundance of water In 
the surrounding mountains. There 
are great stores of otl down in the 
earth. The water in the mountains 
has been piped down Into the 
plains, and the place which was a 
desert is producing all manner of 
fruits In great abundance. Men 
have dug deep down Into the earth 
and tapped the oil reservoirs. There 
are forest* of derricks rearing their 
heads around all the numerous 
cities, sometimes within the cities. 
Pumps are working day and night 
practically automatlcsdly, and the 
wealth they are producing has en¬ 
riched Los Angeles, increased hex 
population, and spread her name 
and fame throughout the world.

The oil reservoirs will become ex¬ 
hausted. but the water reservoirs in 
the everlasting hills are inexhaust¬ 
ible and will flow down Into the 
sandy plains forever. The made 
orchards will continue to blossom 
as the rose, giving employment to 
millions of men and increasing the 
wealth of the communities. There 
Is no oil In the neighborhood of 
Victoria, but there Is an abundance 
of water. The districts surrounding 
the city are not deserts. The soil 
Is naturally fruitful; but It never 
has produced In accordance with 
lls capacity for production because 
during the months of normally 
greatest growth there Is no rain 
Men who have been scientifically 
trained in the business of agricul¬ 
ture tell us that the district of 
Saanich alone could produce two- 
thirds greater crops annually if 
there were water laid on the land 
for purposes of IrrlgatUSR ‘'during 
the season of drought.

In both Canada and the United 
State* there is a great deal of dis¬ 
cussion (much of which appears 
destined to be fruitful) about con¬ 
struction. reconstruction and re¬ 
covery, about building new public 
buildings and erecting private 
houses, for the purpose of providing 
employment for the unemployed. 
The Government of the United 
States Is spending billions of dol¬ 
lars. and the Government of Can¬ 
ada will be spending millions of 
dollars, in the construction of pub 
lie works. Some of the proposed 
new works will be of a permanent 
nature and will be a source of en¬ 
richment to the nations. Most of 
them will be of a temporary char¬ 
acter. and not a source of perma¬ 
nent wealth.

One of the most successful and 
most enterprising of* the business 
men of Victoria, Mr. J. Carl Pen 
dray, has made a very interesting 
suggestion, which should commend 
itself to the Dominion Government, 
to the Provincial Government and 
to the governments and residents 
of Southern Vancouver Island. 
There is no doubt at all that ulti¬ 
mately water will be provided for 
all parts of this district between 
Victoria and 8ldney. The time for 
such an enterprise will never be 
more opportune than the present. 
The work would be of a permanent 
nature. It would give employment 
to idle men. It would be a work 
of development. It would increase 
production and add materially to 
the consuming population. It would 
be a work of real construction, and 
the cost of it could easily be Justi¬ 
fied from a national, provincial and 
local point of view. It would bring 
within the compass of the life of 
the existing generation the goal of 
all forward-looking citizens, a 
Greater Victoria, comprising the 
bulk of the population of the rich 
Saanich Peninsula.

During his residence in the Koot- 
enays, he saw the construction of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway 
through the Crow's Nest Pass and 
the development of the contiguous 
country as a large mining and In¬ 
dustrial centre. For a time he lived 
in Femie where, with the other 
residents, he saw his home burned 
In the conflagration which de¬ 
stroyed the entire town. He also 
witnessed the famous landslide 
which burled the adjoining town of 
Frank, with heavy loss of life. 

On moving to the Coast. Mr. 
Hutchison held a post in the Lands 
Department of the Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment for some years, resigning 
to take up commercially the hobby 
of plant culture, which he had fol¬ 
lowed for many years. It was in 
this capacity that he became the 
guide, philosopher and friend of 
countless amateur gardeners who 
sought his advice and used his 
extraordinary knowledge of plants 
During the last twenty-five years 
he had amassed one of the greatest 
plant collections In America, and 
was frequently visited by collectors 
from many parts of the world, as 
they passed through Victoria. 

He lectured and wrote widely on 
horticulture and was frequently 
visited by collectors from many 
parts of the world as they passed 
through Victoria.

He Immediately noticed that if both 
the spade and diamond *uits broke 
three and two. he could get out for 
a one-trick set or 100 points, losing 
only the two club tricks, one spade 
trick and one heart trick.

RANKING 

The effect on the commercial 
banks of the banking legislation of 
the year will in the main be to 
lessen their earning power by the 
curtailment of their note circula¬ 
tion privileges and by the opera¬ 
tion of interest-limitation features. 
Any move which would further cur¬ 
tail the earning power of our com¬ 
mercial banks would be highly un¬ 
wise That our banks should be 
maintained in a sound position, 
both in respect of the character of 
their assets and of their earning 
power, to a matter of supreme im¬ 
portance to the country and par¬ 
ticularly, I may say. to every de¬ 
positor. Depositors in our banks 
throughout the Dominion have a 
very direct interest in the main¬ 
tenance of a sound banking struc¬ 
ture. and it to to be expected that 
their influence will make itself felt 
to that end. 

Now that we are upon the sub¬ 
ject of banks and banking ln Can¬ 
ada. I might touch upon a few 
points particularly which I should 
like to bring to the attention of 
our own stockholders and deposi¬ 
tors and also of the whole Domin¬ 
ion. fluch a msss of evidence has 
been produced with regard to banks 
during the past year that it to a 
question whether or not the public, 
or our own stockholders, have 
found time to resd it. or. if they 
did read It. whether or not they 
concentrated on the most essential 
points. I should like, therefore, to 
present a few figures which can be 
understood and carried. away. 

1. The total of assets under ad 
ministration by our chartered banks 
is nearly three billions of dollars. 

2 In the banks of Canada there 
are some 4.700.000 depositors, o 
own bank having over a million 

3. Depositors received during last 
year some $37,000,000 In interest. 

4. The Interest which sharehold¬ 
ers ln the banks received wa. 
$12 000.000. 

I think we may therefore con- 
alder that this vast body of de¬ 
positors. which outnumber the 
people who voted at the last general 
election in Canada, are vitally In¬ 
terested in the strengthening of our 
banks and the maintenance of their 
earnings. They mav be considered 
as the preferred shareholders of the 
banks, whilst thoee who have sup¬ 
plied the capital of the banka, and 
who receive their dividends only 
after the $37,000 000 to which I have 
referred have been paid, mav be 
considered as the common share¬ 
holders. 

In addition to this. It must be 
borne in mind-that no shareholder 
of our chartered banks can receive 
one cent of his capital invested in 
shares until all the depositors have 
been mid in full. 

Another matter which should be 
Impressed upon the public to the 
nature of the services which the 
banks are performing. In a coun¬ 
try as vast as this, with towns and 
villages ln gemote districts, the 
value of these services can hardly 
be estimated. Within reasonable 
distance' of nearly every point In 
the West where • farmer brings 
his grain to a country elevator, hr 
can get his cheque cashed, or make 
his deposit. In a chartered bank, 
and he knows that* when he wants 
his money and comes back to get It 
he will not find the bank door 
closed

Canadian bank notes are issued 
only aa business activity requires 
and when the immediate need is 
filled the notes flow back to the 
banks and are redeemed. This has 
prevented any inflation of the cur¬ 
rency insofar aa it to represented 
by bank note circulation Buslnrv 
may at times be inflated and this 
in itaelf may create an abnormal 
demand for currency, but this is 
essentially different from the emis¬ 
sion ol notes not required by trade. 
The automatic feature of the Can¬ 
adian bank note has been the sub¬ 
ject of unstinted praise by banking 
authorities in the Republic to the

Under the amended Bank Act a 
further restriction has been im¬ 
posed limiting the maximum inter¬ 
est rate that may be charged. In 
the past banks were able to 
charge interest at a reasonable rate 
commensurate with operating costs.

has continued very plentiful 
throughout the year, with present 
rates of interest near record lows' 
Large sums of British and foreign 
money reeking employment have 
created an extraordinary rise in 
stock exchange securities, helped of 
late by the announcement of large 
repayment* of treasury bonds 
British funds are now at prices 
which have not been seen for many 
vears and are on approximately a 
3 per cent basis.

General conditions ln France 
cannot be said to have improved 
durtng the past year, that countrj 
having experienced xerloua political 
and financial troubles. There has 
been retrenchment in Government 
expenditure and successful conver¬ 
sion and sinking fund operations, 
but collection of taxes has not been 
up to expectations and the 1935 
budget estimate figures reveal 
deficit of Fc*. 508.000.000. Foreign 
trade to at a low ebb. the adverse 
balance of trade for the nine 
months ending 30th September las: 
being Pcs. 4394.000.000. High 
tariffs and quotas restrict import* 
tlon of raw material*, with con¬ 
sequent reduction in industrial ac 
Uvity. 

UNITED STATES 

In the United 8tatee, following 
the general cloning of the banks in 
March. 1933. some of them perman¬ 
ently, and the strengthening of the 
capital structure of a number of 
institution* with fund* supplied by 
Government agencies, improvement 
has taken place in the banking 
situation, and bank reserves in the 
hands of the Federal Reserve 
Banks have reached unprecedented 
figures. In the absence of demand 
for commercial loans and with no 
new industrial investment issues of 
importance being underwritten 
since the enactment of the Securi¬ 
ties Act. with its severe penalties, 
the banks during the past twelve 
months have added materially to 
their holdings of Government 
bonds. 

The national debt of the United 
States Government to increasing 
rapidly and it would seem that 
sense of balance has been lost. In 
the ahert time of two years the 
gross public debt has increased 
about $6,000 000.000. if one excludes 
the so-called gold profit of $2,800 - 
000.000 Banks have been the Gov¬

CONCLUSION 

In Canada the depression did not 
reach the low level* experienced in 
many other countries, although one 
might have expected that $ debtor 
country would feel a depression 
more keenly than a creditor coun¬ 
try.

Career on Lonely 
Fartpthar Islands 

Shamrock I. Sir Thumaa Upton's 
yacht that raced and was beaten for 
the Americas Cup in 1899. has 
ended her days on a reef at the 
Farquhar Ls.ands, a lonely group in 
the Indian Ocean between Seychel¬ 
les and Madagascar. She was not 
known as Shamrock I. but as the 
NoddedkaUen. the name given to 
her by Kay Elbo, a Danish scientist, 
who bought her from 8ir Thomas 
Upton. 

He left Copenhagen, on May 29. 
1931. on a tcientlflc cruise, mostly 
in Pacific waters. When heading 
frera Bali for Mombasa, the vessel 
met a cyclone, in which one mast 
was broken, and Mr. Elbo and his 
one companion reached Keeling al¬ 
most dead with fatigue. They rigged 
a Jury mast of bamboo, and again 
set out for Mombasa. Again a 
storm arose, and the veaael went 
ashore on a reef at Farquhar Ls- 


The two men got into their life¬ 
boat and managed to reach Sey¬ 
chelles. having loRt everything they 
had collected in three years— 
cinematograph picture*, precious 
stones, corals, marine specimens and 
observations.
